Butte, Mont., March 30.—[Special.J—F. A. 
Heinze, the copper magnate, and two of his 
mining superintendents, J. H. Trerise and 
Alfred Frank, today were found guilty of 
contempt of the United States court for will- 
fully violating three mining injunctions on 
the Michael Davitt and other mines. The 
injunctions were issued by Judge Knowles 
several years ago, and Judge Beatty, who 
tried the accused, fined Heinze $20,000 and 
Frank and Trerise $1,000 each. He directed 
that the fines be paid into court by 11 o’clock 
Thursday morning or that the defendants 
be committed to jail at Helena pending the 
further order of the court. 

Carlos Warfield, the Montana agent of the 
Johnstown Mining company, was discharged, 
and while the Johnstown company and the 
Montana Ore Purchasing company were aisv 
found guilty no fine was assessed against

Owners and Employes Unable to Agree 
Upon the Wage Scale. 


Springfield, Il., March 30.—[Special.}—Hli- 
nols mine operators threaten to close down 
their mines at midnight tomorrow night un- 
less the miners agree to the 8 cent reduction 
provided for by the referendum. 

The bone of contention is the northern field, 
where the miners are fighting against the 
reduction of 3 cents. They are backed In the 
fight by National President John Mitchell.. 
The attitude of Mr. Mitchell has caused great 
surprise to the operators, as the reduction 
of 8 cents was advocated by him, and it was 
through his efforts that the proposition was 
put to vote in eleven states. 


Mitchell Explains Position. 

President Mitchell said this afternoon that 
the agreement at Indianapolis related only 
to the scale as a basic point in each state, 
and that the differentials in the various 
fields of a state must be thrashed out by the 
miners or operators of the various states. 

The joint scale committee reports this after- 
noon to the joint state convention that all 
the important differentials in the state had 
been adjusted, with the exception of the 
first, or northern third vein district of Illi- 
nois, and the new mines in Saline and Frank- 
lin counties.

Dr. Richard Strauss arrived in Chicago yes- 
terday forenoon and from 10:15 till 12:45 
o'clock rehearsed the Chicago orchestra on 
the program of his own works which he is to 
direct at the Auditorium tomorrow afternoo 
and Saturday evening. 

As soon as the players had assembled at 
10 o’clock for regular rehearsal Mr. Thomas 
appeared before his men and announced that 
the train conveying Dr, Strauss from the 
east was late and he could not say just when 


The words were scarcely uttered when 
Librarian MacNichols entered in more than 
usually busy fashion and escorted a stranger 
to the desk where Mr. Thomas was standing. 
The two men shook hands, and Mr. Thomas 
then turning to the orchestra said in Ger- 
man: 

‘Gentlemen. Dr. Richard Strauss.” 

There was nodelay. Work was commenced 
at once. The first of the tone poems on the 
program is the ‘‘ Thus Spake Zarathustra.”’ 
Stepping to the director’s platform, the com- 
poser opened the score, rapped for order, and 
with a “ Bitte. meine Herrn ’’ the rehearsal 
began. Standing thus silhouetted against the 
lighted stage the most prominent of living 
composers could be studied at leisure by the 
observer concealed by the dense darkness at 
the rear of the balcony. A man above aver- 
age height—close to six feet, if not fully 
suggestive of

impresses as being the embodiment of energy, 
physical well Deing. apd zood natured but 
positive individuality. 


Dressed in a dark sack suit, Dr. Strauss 
impressed by the directness and earnestness 
with which he attacked the work in hand. 
His beat is distinct, clear, and firm, calm 
and easy when the music is moving quietly 
and regularly, but becoming impassioned 
and decided when a climax or a sudden 
change in rhythm is at hand. He uses his 
left hand almost constantly. It is a hand 
slender and white, the length of the fingers 
and the strong assertiveness of the thumb 
being its most noticeable features. 

As the music grows more strenugus Dr. 
Strauss’ leading gaing in excitability. He 
beats time with his right foot, and when a 
sudden climax of particular force is desired 
the entire right leg is lifted and the foot 
comes down with a stamp. He gives every 
sign of entrance to the different instruments, 
pointing now here, now there, stepping for- 
ward, rising on tiptoe, and then, when a 
quick diminution of the volume of tones is 
wished, crouching down into a half sitting 
posture and then rising quickly. He moves 
freely and not without a certain gface, and 
is constantly in motion with a certain nerv- 
ous intensity that precludes all hint of pose, 
and telis only of keen interest in the work in 
hand. 

He stopped the orchestra frequently, not 
to find fault with anything done but to ex- 
plain to the players his exact wishes. A 
particular motif was to be raised into 
prominence by a certain instrument, some 
of the strings were to bow a given phrase 
with a little more of lightness or of power, a 
trumpet was to make a single note stand out 
above the mass of tone—countless changes 
of this kind were indicated and the conductor 
seemed never to grow weary nor to find any 
detail too small to receive attention. In 
this way “Thus Spake Zarathustra,” “* Till 
Eulenspiegel,”’ and “ Death and Transfigura- 
tion’’ were taken- through, every measure 
and phrase carefully considered, and the 
composer's iaeas made clear. Frequently 
Dr. Strauss. would give utterance to some 
good natured comment that created laughter 
among the players, and in the “ Till Eulen- 
spiegel " he illustrated by dramatic pose the 
movement “ Till” went through when the 
law put its. clutches on him, and which he 
wished described in the orchestra. After 
one of his corrections he laughingly re- 
marked to Mr. Thomas: 

“Your men play so exactly according to 
the marks in the score that I have to pay 
particular attention to what I’m deing in 
order not to show my ignorance.” 


After the “Zarathustra” was finished, 
Dr. Strauss said: 
Gentlemen, it is my pleasure and my 


pride to be able to direct today so faultless 
an orchestra and to hear my music played in 
a manner so completely in accordance with 
my every wish. Your organization is a 
model in all ways, and I feel proud to be as- 
sociated with an orchestra which has beén 
brought to such perfection by a man whom 
I have honored and wished to know for full

MYSTERY AROUND A DBATH 


FRIENDS. OF DR. PRESCOTT BAF- 
FLE POLICE INQUIRY. 


Physician Dies After Taking Dose of 
Atrophine — Relatives Conceal Cir- 
‘cumstances Until Ready to Remove 
the Body—Whether Suicide or Acci- 
dent Must Be Developed by Inquest— 
Employe Confradicts Relatives and 
Tells of Long Period of Despondency. 


The reticence of friends concerning the 
cause of the death of Dr. Elmer E. Prescott, 
who died in his office at Desplaines and 
Washington streets yesterday afternoon, 
hampered the efforts of the police to learn 
whether death was the result of accident, 
suicide, or other causes. 

Not until preparations had been made to re- 
méve the body were the police notified that 
death was not from natural causes. Dr. L. 

Daggett, 115 West Madison street, who 

tended Dr. Prescott during the afternoon. 

said am overdose of atropine, accidentally 
ken, had caused death. 

Dr. Prescott had conducted a hospital and 
sanitarium at 110 West Washington street. 
He was 40 years old and unmarried. His 
assistants in the hospital were his sisters, 
Mrs. Mary Johnson and Miss G. Prescott, 
both of whom reside at 214 Park avenue, 
Both were at the hospital when he died. 

Clifford Frazier, an interne, told the police 
his employer had taken the contents of a 
large bottle of atropine. The physician had 
not been ill during the day and had no need 
of stimulants, according to Frazier. The 
bottles were kept in a well lighted laboratory 
and the labels were plainly discernible. He 
was almost. unconscious when found by the 
young man. 

No reason for not notifying the police could 
be given. The sisters of Dr. Prescott declare 
he had been in good health for many months 
and was planning a trip to the west, on 
which he intended starting today. This is 
contradicted by Frazier, who told Lieut. 
Harding the physician had been despondent 
during several months. 

The murder of Dr. E. A. Prescott, the father 
of the dead man, twenty years ago, still is 
an unsolved crime. He was found dead, shot 


through the head, in his office at Desplaines 


and Madison streets.

“The tastes of the customers are in a cer- 
tain sense the property of the dealer that 
created them,” said Attorney Stiefel. “Our 
expert does nothing but study the fancies 
of people in tea and coffee. At last he strikes 
the thing that satisfies, and the customer be- 
comes a regular patron. Gunther appropri- 
ated these secrets.”’ 

Mr. Stiefel said competition is so great that 
dealers pay 25 cents to canvassers for each 
customer secured, but to work up a regular 
trade of 500 patrons, he says, costs the com- 
pany $1,000.

' That is an excellent idea. There are men

them. They win battles though they have 
had no military education except in the 
is@hool of‘the battlefield. Yet nobody will 
contend that because there are hearen born 
‘military geniuses officers should not be 
painstakingly drilled in strategy and tactics. 
Bo occasionally there turns up a man who 
has a natural’ gift for police work, who un- 
derstands ag if; by instinct the most effective 
methods ‘of dealing with crime. Such men 
ate so rare, however, that there is need for 
the systematic training of police officials. 
®fost of those in this country. have risen 
from the ranks and hence have had‘a kind 
of practical education in the police business, 
but-they have moved all'their lives nar- 
groove. ‘“Bhey lack that broad general 
“education in criminology which would. be 
of, value. te-them. When have to deal 
with. great crimes! perpetrated by accom- 
plished ‘ahd highly educated criminals they 
‘are hopelessly at sea. Hence it‘has come to 
pass that the business of bringing to jus- 
tice certain classes of criminals has passed 
ut of the hands of the police into those of 
private agencies. 
Chicago has several high schools, but none 
for the-training of police officials. It is not 
likely to have one. It is not one of the fads 
of Chicago educators. That is a misfor- 
tune, for the city needs trained police of- 
ficials. If it had them crime would be dealt 
with more intelligently and there would not 
be so_much of it. The only school most of 
the police officials have attended is that of 
politics, and what they learn there adds 
nothing to their usefulness. 
_ The United States is indebted to Germany 
for many useful ideas. It is a pity it cannot 
add to the indebtedness by borrowing the 
latest idea of the German emperor. — e

, tefuse ‘to take or déliver orders or subscrip- 
‘tions for goods'or newspapers and mag- 
i Tt was argued in the debates in the house

-Mewspapers the farmers get their papers

STEALING TWENTY CENTS. 
To be arrested under United States laws 
for theft of a letter containing only 20 cents 


should be an intolerable position for a thief. 


But the Chicago postoffice has furnished 
the example. It may have a decoy let- 
ter. The two silver pieces in it may have 
been arranged to jingle with seductive pur- 
pose. Some judge with more sentimentality 
than good sense may take occasion to frown 
upon the inspector who, to his mind, baited 
this man trap. But the Chicago public will 
receive with equanimity the news that a 
thief at any cost has been removed from the 
possibilities afforded by the general post- 
office. 

It is the thief who has been a thief, and 
who cannot be detected by any other means, 
who becomes the “ victim” of the decoy 
letter. But with all tha temptations put to 
the postoffice employé’s hand through the 
public’s careless methods in mailing bills 
and coins in letters, it is remarkable how 
few people in/the service are arrested in a 
year. In the fiscal year 1908, for instance, 
there were only 322 arrests out-of the tens 
of thousands ip all the branches of the postal 
service. Of these 107 were postmasters, 27 
assistant postmasters, 65 clerks in post- 
offices, 9 railway postal clerks, 44 letter 
carriers, 37 mail carriers, and:33 minor. per- 
sons in the service. Mary of‘these offenses 


were less than that of stealing money,'and 


of the total arrests there was an unusual 
number of acquittals. . 
Why the postoffice employé should take 
the heavy risk of pilfering the mails, even 
to the extent that he does, is.a mystery.. In 
no department of the public service is the 
criminal hunted with such untiring energy. 
In so many cases, too, the return from these 
thefts are infinitesimal as compared to the 
risk. Evidently it is the petty thief in the 


. first place, blindly prompted to theft. 


WAKE UP THE APATHETIC. 

It is reported that in many of the wards 
the voters are apathetic.

.“ THE ADMIRABLE TINKER,” by Edgar 


Jepson (McClure, Phillips & Co., New York). 
The way to get the most enjoyment out ef 
this remarkable book is to forget all you ever 
arned about novel writing or novel reading, 
orget that there is anything serious in the 
world, forget that there are any consisten- 
cies in life, and remember that you are 
merely going through the book for unadul- 
tefated fun. If you neglect any of these 
rules you will not enjoy it. 
Tinker was not really his name, but he was 
admirable all right, and he only bore “* Tif- 
ker” as a soubriquet. He was Hildebrand 
Anné Beauleigh, the motherless son of Sir 
Tancred Beauleigh, who had plenty of wit 
and a good name, but no money.

HOW TO TELL RUGS. | | 
An Interesting Addition to the Literature 


_of the Subject. — 

The latest important contribution to the 
growing literature concerning eastern rugs 
comes in the shape of a handsome volume, 
“ HOW TO KNOW ORIENTAL RUGS,” by 
Mary Beach Langton (D. Appleton & Co.). 
It has the advantages of cheapness, concise- 
ness, and handiness of shape. The plan of 
the work commends itself to those interested 
in the subject. The opening chapter is “ The 
Story of the Rug.” and it contains a@ brief 
survey of the entire field, giving an outline 
of weaving, materials, dyes, and designs, as 
well as the symbolism, history, and artistic 
qualities of rugs. Then follows the descrip- 
tion of the different varieties of rugs, each 
being given in its proper geographical en- 
vironment with the manners and customs of 
the makers. 

The peculiarities of patterns, colors, ma- 
terials, and workmanship are described in a 
simple and unmistakable way, so that the 
novice can’ easily learn to distinguish the 
various makes with a glance and a super- 
ficial examination. There are twelve repro- 
ductions in color facsimile and eight. in 
black and white. Besides these, there is a 
map of the rug producing countries. The 
work is a handy manual on the subject and 
will undoubtedly take its place as a stand- 
ard authority. 


HAZLITT AND EDINBURG REVIEW. 
Tenth Volume of His: Works Comprises 
Most of His Contributians. 


The tenth volume of the “COLLECTED 
WORKS OF WILLIAM HAZIATT” has 
been issued by McClure, Phillips & Co., New 
York, leaving only two more*volumes to 
make the work compjete. This volume con- 
tains Hazlitt’s contributions to the Edin- 
burg Review, and, like its predecessors, is 
produced under the editorial supervision of 
A. R. Waller and Arnold Glover. 

The contributions range from “ Dunlop's 
History of Fiction’’ to comments on the 
poetry of Shelley and Coleridge, touching 
also upon such topics as Walpole’s letters, 
Schlegel on the Drama,” Reynolds’ Life,” 
and ‘* Flaxman’s Letters on Sculpture.”’ Like 
all the other volumes this scintillates with 
Hazlitt’s wit, satire, and learning, and is 
likewise marred by some of his prejudices, 
which were stronger than his loves. One is 
continually amazed at his liberality and his 
meanness, his breadth and grasp of sub- 
jects, and his versatility. 3 

Perhaps to Americans the most interest- 
ing paper in the book is that in which he dfs- 
cusses American literature as it stood in 1829, 
His opinions of Irving, C. B. Brown, Cooper, 
and Dr. Channing are fine examples of liter- 
ary criticism. This paper when contributed to 
the ‘Review was not recognized as Hazlitt’s 
by Jeffrey, and he criticised its admission.

“VIRGINIA” BRADLEY CAPTURES

PARTY LEADERS NOW DEMAND 
REVISION OF THE STATECALL. 


Republican Committee Is Urged to Do 
Justice to Cook, Kane, Coles, and La 
Salle, Which Lost Delegates. 


There is a demand for an emergency meet- 
ing of the republican state committee to re- 
vise the call for a state agnvention. Ever 
since that document was promulgated there 
has been complaint because of Cook county’s 
reduced representation. 

The party leaders have manifested their 
displeasure in criticism of Chairman Rowe 
and Secretary Hoy, but they made no pro- 
test until the leaders of Coles, Kane, and 
La Salle counties also complained of unfair 
if not illegal treatment. These four counties 
are under the primary election law. Among 
other things the call provides that every 
township shall be entitled to at least one 
delegate regardless of any basis of repre- 
sentation fixed by the committee. 


Cook County Loses Sixteen Delegates. 


In 1902, when the basis was thesame abitis 
in this instance, the committee gave Cook 
county 529 delegates. The present call re- 
duced the number to 513. The only explana- 
tion any one im authority ever offered for this 
reduction was that the representation must 
be uniform all over. the state, and that, on the 
basis of one delegate for every 400 votes cast 
for McKinley in 1900 and one for every frac- 
tional vote of 200 and more, Cook was not 
entitled to more than 513. ; 

Coles gets 12 delegates, but the leaders 
there assert that it is entitled to16. La Balle 
county's allotment is 290, while under the law 
it would have 45. Kane county loses five, its 
representation being 30 delegates instead of 
85. It has been suggested that this might 
lead to'trouble in the convention. 


Deneen Ticket in Every Ward. 


It is expected that Charles 8. Deneen will 
put a delegate ticket in every ward and 
primary district in Chicago. There hag been 
some talk that he would make no fight In the 
First and one or twoother wards, but his 
managers say no part of the city shall go un- 
contested. Beginning next Wednesday or 
Thursday, meetings will be held day and 
night until the eve of primary day. 

The candidate expects to speak in every 
ward and the country towns. He will be the 
guest at luncheon today at the Grand Pacific 
hotel of the Thirty-second Ward Deneen 
club, and practicaily open the speaking cam- 
paign for Chicago. Col. E. C. Young will 
preside. Mr. Deneen isto address the Deneen 
club of Evanston tonight. 

Gov. Yates is expected at his headquarters 
in the Great Northern hotel today, and his 
managers hiated that «here might be de- 
velopments with reference to some Chicago 
jobholders.

Opponents Make Hard Fight. 

It is no indifferent campaign, however, that 
threatens Ald. Jones in the Eighth ward, Ald. 
Friestedt in the Thirteenth, Ald. Beilfuss in 
the Fourteenth, Ald. Herrmann in the Twgn-, 
ty-third, and Ald. Butler in the Twenty-sev- 
enth. The opposing candidates are making 
a fight which, as represented to Secretary 
Fisher, will be succeseful upless the friends 
yd good government go to the polls next Tues- 

The strongest appeals came from the Four- 
teenth and Twenty-third wards, and indi- 
cated that the election of Maypole and Herr- 
mann is much in doubt. Managers declared 
extra hard work and personal appeals to the 
independent voters were necessary to insgre 
victory. 

In the Fourteenth ward William T. Eaton, 
the republican candidate, has succeeded in 
harmonizing all factions, and claims the sup- 
port of the full party strength. As the ward 
has a republican plurality it will require the 
united vote of democrats and independents 
to save Mr.:Maypole.

Considers a Smaller Council. 


The Voters’ league is preparing its final 
report, and Secretary Pisher suggested that 
it would go a long wdy toward accomplish- 
ing that which the &ppealing managers and 
friends of candidates desired. Mr. Fisher 
said the league contemplated a departure 
from its established custom of dealing only 
with candidates and will take up thec er 
amendment. It is considering a 
to recommend a reduction in the number of 
aldermen to one for each ward, have the 
election every two years, and fix the compen- 
gation at not less than $3,000 a year, and 
possibly $5,000. This would, he thought, re- 
sult in securing good men and do away with 
the expensive off year elections. 


ASSAIL “BOSSISM” IN SIXTH. 


E. C. Potter, Independent Cendidate for 
Alderman, Says His Race Is Pro- 


test Against Trickery. 


Bossism and “ trick nominations were 
denounced last night at a meeting of con- 
stituents of Edward C. Potter, independent 
candidate and the choice of the Municipal 
Voters’ league for alderman of the Sixth 
ward. The meeting was held in the Forum 
hall, Forty-third street and Calumet ave- 
nue. Other speakers besides the candidate 
were Edward P. Barry, who was defeated in 
the convention for the nomination; former 
Ald. Walter C. Nelson, H. O. Nourse, and 
Silas H. Strawn. The chairman was David 
S. Geer. 

Resolutions were adopted in which it was 
charged that “ the local republican machine 
is and has been openly hostile to public in-: 
terests, as evidenced by ‘Dr.’ Jamieson’s 
attitude at Springfield and by Joseph Bra- 
den’s course as drainage commissioner.” 

“The history of the recent primaries and 
aldermanic conventions is an answer to the 
question why I am a candidate,”’ said Mr. 
Potter. ‘*‘ By methods which are as familiar 
as they are questionable, a squad of unin- 
structed ‘Bradenized’ delegates were 
thrown to Mr. Ringer. The support of these 
was strengthened by other delegates who 
were pledged to John H. Holland, the popu- 
lar choice for the nomination. If a direct 
primary law had been in force Mr. Holland 
would have been nominated. 

“Mr. Ringer is unfortunate in his political 
affiliations. That he called on Jamieson and 
Braden for their support he does not deny. 
There can be no doubt as to his obligations 
to these men and as to the manner in which 
he will repay them. My candidacy is my per- 
sonal protest against handing over this ward 
to the tender mercies of Jamieson and Bra- 
den.’’ 


SOUTH DAKOTA IS FOR HEARST. 


Principles of Party as Enunciated “by 
Jefferson, Jackson, and Bryan” 
} Also Indorsed. 


Sioux Falls, 8. D., March 30.—Trhe demo- 
cratic state convention did not complete its 
work until a late hour tonight. The report 
of the committee on resolutions, which was 
unanimously adopted, -reaffirms the princi- 
ples of democracy “‘ as enunciated by Jeffer- 
gon, Jackson, and Bryan,”’ and instructs the 
delegates to the St. Louis convention to sup- 
port William Randolph Hearst “ first, last, 
and all the time for the presidential nomi- 
nation.” 

The resolutions declare that Hearst will 
never compromise with trusts and term him 
the champion of labor. 

One of the features of tonight's session 
was an address by former United States 
Benator Richard F. Pettigrew, who stated 
among other things that this, he believed, 
was the first time he ever had addressed a 
democratic convention, but that his entire 
sympathy was with the democratic cause.

Find Unlicensed Cigaret Dealers. 

That there are different kinds of investi- 
gations was demonstrated in the police de- 
partment yesterday. Last summer Chief 
O'Neill gave out a perfunctory order for 
information as to the sale of cigarets by 
unlicensed dealers, and, it being suspected 
that he did not particularly care for it, he 
did not get it. Two weeks ago he made. 
up hie mind that he really wanted to know 
about the matter and this time he found out. 

He learned that in three precincts alone 
there were 127 persons selling cigarets with- 
out licenses. If this rate prevails through 
the city the total nu 
law would reach over 
revenue to the municipality of more than

BANK CASHIER IS SENTENCED. 


F. B. Wright of Dundee Pleads Guilty 
* to Taking $54,200 and Gets 
‘Five Years. 


In Judge Humphrey’s court yesterday

guilty to embezzling $54,200 and wrecking 
the institution.

FINED FOR IGNORING LAW. 


Wholesale Arrests on Warrants from 
Justice Wolff’s Court—Failure to 


File Reports the Charge. 


Wholesale arrests of boarding house and 
lodging house keepers at the instigation of 
inspectors of the state board of health are 
being made in various sections of the city. 


much indignation has been aroused among 
those prosecuted. The charge made in each 
case is that the owner or manager has failed 
to file with the county clerk the annual state- 
ment as to the number of lodgers and the 
number and dimensions of the rooms, as re- 
quired by law. 


sixty to eighty persons have been tried. All 
the cases have been brought to trial in Justice 
Max L. Wolff's court, and for each one he has 
received a fee of $2.65. In addition_to this 
he is said to have required §1 fog a bond in 
nearly every case. The constables have 
profited by getting $2 for each arrest. For 
the 125 cases the remuneration will be $456 
to the justice and $250 to the constables, mak- 
ing a total sum of $706 taken from the board- 
ing house keepers. In case of continuances 
other fees will be exacted. 


Few Fined More than the “Costs.” 


These costs are taken by the justice shop 
as a “warning,” it is said. Few of those 
pounced upon are fined for their failure to 
file the statement in question. As a legal 
formality the minimum fine of $25 is as- 
sessed and is then remitted. The reason for 
this is that few willfully violate the require- 
ment. They explain that they were not 

rly notified by the health inspectors.

Jacob A. Riis, author, sociologist and work 
er in the slums,.came to the defense of Chi- 
cago yesterday. While “ resting,” as he said, 
at the Great Northern hotel, Mr. Riis said: 

“I remember that I assisted a bit in slum 
work here several years ago, and since that 
time Chicago has gone nobly ahead and ac- 
complished wonders in its poorest quarters.

e enough or that the milk is disagree 
with the child and so they begin to feed? 

The truth is a mother’s breast milk does 
mot disagree with her child—though it may 
be insufficient—in once in 100,000 casés, and 
the baby by nursing vigorously causes the 
breast to produce an increased quantity and 


a better quality of milk, and the entire . 


breast fed baby who is carefully cared for 
and given a sufficiency of pure water is 
sarely sick with bowel trouble beyond some 
slight te rary derangement, usually easi- 
r Nothing upsets the baby and 
causes bo disturbances so quickly as to 
Wgive injudiciously other food t 
which nature provided. 


Secondly, if the child must be fed because 
the breast milk is insufficient or fails en- 
tirely, what to do is a matter often of ap- 
parent simplicity (when we read the allur- 
advertisements of success by feeding;on 
artificial foods). but in reality-it is just 
here where our difficulty begins, each child 
being a law unto itself. If the mother can- 
not nurse her own child, the next tay 
wet nursing, which is out of the question for 
the poorer people; also, while artificial foods 
have their merits, it is not our province to 


that 


discuss them here; also, their cost makes 
them prohibitive. 

The present most usually available sub- 
stitute for mother’s milk is cow's milk, 
which should be as free from disease breed- 
ing germs as possible, of a standard quality, 
and modified to suit the individual case, ac- 
cording to its age and condition of health, as 
well as the instructions to the mother how 
to feed the child and preserve the milk after 
she has received it. 

The work of the milk commission, under 
the auspices of the Children’s Hospital so- 
clety of Chicago, is to inspect farms; to ad- 
vise with the farther as to the improved 
methods of hygiene for the. cow, cleanliness 
in milking and shipping the milk to the 
whole of the city o Chicago} also to dis- 
tribute good, pure milk—fresh; or pasteur- 
ized, or modified—to the poor mother at a 
reduced price; also to instruct the mother, 
at mothers’ meetings, in hygiene and feed- 


ing. 

This good work was done last 4ummer to 
the extent of distributing among the poor 
222,000 bottles, representing nearly 51,000 
quarts of milk, be@ides a large quantity 
of barley water. The benefit of this work 
was not to the poor alone, but to every 
householder in Chi Its inception was in 
the visit of a leading Austrian specialist in 
deformities, which called attention to the 
long felt needs of children for proper care 
in sickness, as well as for a preventive or 
prophylactic care of their hygiene and diet 


Let us review for a moment what good 
feeding in infancy prevents: —. 

Firstly, it lessens the number of cases 
and mortality from acute intestinal and in- 
fectious diseases. 

Secondly, it av the distressing condi- 
tions known as English disease, or rickets, 
from which a large number of children die 
yearly, and, if they survive the disease, are 
often deformed for life. : 

Thirdly, a large number of the cases of 
tuberculosis, especially of the bone in young 
children, are predisposed to. by the catarrh- 
al conditions of the intestines, in which con- 
@ition they take into the circulation the 
bacillus of tuberculosis, which the imperfect 
inner lining ofthe blood vessels of the iong 
bone make a good resting place, with its re- 
sultant chronic invalidism and later frequent 
implication of the lungs and death. .

for the good health and, perhaps, even the 
formation of the character of the child that 
later will become the man, and this is the 
preservation of the health and character of 
the American born man.

However, the little home is a paradise with

HRLPS SOUTHERN STOCKS 


| IMPROVED BUSINESS REFLECTED 


IN RAILWAY EARNINGS. 


Sentiment Toward Shares of the Im- 
portant Lines Beginning to Show 
Improvement—Southern Pacific and 
 Loulaville and Nashville Attract the 
Most attention—Local Interest Rates 
Little Changed—Nova Scotia Steel— 


a Borrowing Capacity of Japan. 


Some attention is being attractéd to south- 
ern railroad stocks because of improved con- 
ditions in the south. That it Is not senti- 
mental is shown by the increased earnings 
which the important southern lines are ex- 
hibiting. Free from the hardships of a rigid 
winter, and With business stimulated by the 
high price of cotton, the railroads in the south 
have steadily increased their earnings. The 
weekly and monthly statements present uni- 
improvement. 

"te ta ros be expected that Southern Pacific 
and Louisville and Nashville and Southerr 
Railway will command the most attention. 
Indeed, in the case of Southern Pacific there | 
is heard talk in a good quarter of some return 
being made to the shareholders because of 
the expenditures which alreaay have been 
made on the property and the further fact 
that the Union Pacific is carrying 4 heavy 
load of Southern Pacific stock on which it 
receives no return. 

While it is true that this same condition has 
been made the basis of large operations in 
Southern Pacific, without, however, bringing 
a dividend, it does not argue that a distribu- 
tion will at no time be made. A capitalist 
identified closely with the councils that rule 
Union Pacific matters pointed out this week 
that the Union Pacific would welcome divi- 
dends on its Southern Pacific holdings. The 
suggestion came from a source that indicated 
that the matter had been given consideration. 

In Louisville and Nashville there has been 
a considerable amount of favorable talk, 
based largely oh the prosperous conditions 
in the south. John W. Gates is the latest to 
voice belief in higher prices for southern 
railway shares. His view of the matter, it 
may be said, meets with considerable re- 
sponse in La Salle street. 


Money Market. 

In the local money market conditions are 
working, if anything, a little easier. Com- 
mercial paper commands more readily a 4% 
per cent rate than it did last week. Indeed, 
the class of paper offered, and which consti- 
tutes the basis of the commercial paper 
market, is practically all going at 4% per 
cent. 

Some local national bank officials note 
that their country correspondents are not 
doing much in the market. It is presumed 
the weather has delayed moving produce to 
market, and in consequence the country 
banks have loaned to customers rather than 
having loans paid off. 

Collateral loans in Chicago are largely at 
astandstill. Western houses have done little 
in the New York market, and their money 
needs have been small. With good collateral 
they can easily borrow at 4% percent. Some 
houses, however, have disposed of their high 
grade securities and are not getting money 
at less than 5 per.cent on the class of col- 
lateral they have to offer.

Towards the end, when 
the matter crystallized, and when We were 
nearly at the end of our tether, they offered 
to pay for those shares in stock of a.holding 
company so much and so much in cash. Now, 
there was nothing said as to whether they 
would turn this stock over to a holding com- 
pany or whether they would hold it them- 
selves, but they would give us that halding 
company’s stock in part payment.” 

It is asserted by the Journal that there is 
nothing in the indenture of the-Oregon Short 
Line bonds that touches on thia matter. This 
indenture expressly stipulates that the col- 
lateral. substituted in case of a dissolution 
shall be whatever “ over 50 per cent of the 


stockholders of the Northern Securities” ; 


shall consent to accept in leu of their North- 
ern Securities certificates. The Journal con- 
cludes: “If aver 50 per cent Gonsent to the 
plan as outlined in the recent circular the 
trustee of these bonds will accept the sub- 
stitution of Great Northern and Northern 
Pacific stock.” 


How Much Can Japan Borrow? 


In figuring out the borrowing capacity of 
Japan, the Lom@on Statist estimates it to be 
between $470,000,000 and $725,000,000, accord- 
ing to the rate of interest which lenders may 
ask. In reaching its estimate the Statist is 
guided by the country’s exports. And as the 
basis for this estimate it takes the exam- 
ple of the United States at thé time of the 
civil war. The Statist thinks that a coun- 
try should be able to pay in interest an 
amount equal to about one-third of the value 
of its exports, the exports representing sur- 
plus wealth which can be devoted to interest 
charges. The Statist finds the exports of 
Japan averaged in the five years ended with 
1902 $110,000,000. A third of thig-is $36,000,- 
000 approximately. The Statist continues: 


“At whAt rate can Japan borrow? That?* 


will depend upon circumstances. It will de- 
pend for one thing on the result of the war, 
and for another on the length of the war. 
It will be seen that if Japan can borrow at 
the rate of 5 per’ cent per annum, £7,250,000 
would enable it to raise altogether $725,000,- 
000. At 7 per cent it could raise more than 
£100,000,000, and at 8 per cent it could raise 
altogether £94,000,000 ($470,000,000). There- 
fore we may reasonably say that if Japan 
were driven to it, it could pile up a debt of 


between £94,000,000 and £145,000,000, and if 


it would submit to the eame sacrifices the 
Americans suDmitted to forty years ago it 
could pay the full charges for the service of 
that debt.” 


Nova Scotia Steel and Coal. 


President John F. Stairs of the Nova Sco- 
tia Steel and Coal company says in his an- 
nual report that the volume of business 
transacted during the year shows satisfac- 
tory increase over 1902, which was then the 
largest in the history of the company. The 
quantity of iron ore sold was much less than 
during the previous year. The quantity to 
be sold during 1904 will be still further re- 
duced, the company’s policy being to reduce 


the sales of ore as the output of coal in- 


creases. The annual report for the year

NEWS NOTES FROM NEW YORK. 


#eilure of Amendment to Virginia 
Franchise x Tax Law Makes 
Old Act Stand. 


New York, March 80.—[(Special.]—The gov- 
ernor of Virginia, having declined to sign an 
amendment to the annual franchise tax law, | 
the old law controls.

An underwriter who has given. considerable 
thought to the Baltimore rate question says: 

**I would advise as follows: That rates on brick 
dwelling houses be made 12% cents on building and 
25 cents on furniture therein; stores and dwellings, 
20 cents on building and 30 cents on furniture 
therein; from 75 cents to $1 on stocks of merchan- 
dise in such buildings. This refers to small stores 
and dwellings. These buildings now take the same 
rate as dwellinghouses. The average rate of stocks 
of this class in Baltimore is too low. Of course, 
the stocks ought to be classified at minimums fixed 
for each class, as is done here in New York, bu* 
we need higher rates than are fixed here, New 
York risks; having in them paint, oil, stores of 
upholsterers, printers, carpenter shops, etc. 

** The rule in Baltimore at this time is to write 
term policies in the two classes above named for 
two annuals for three years and three for five. 
The rates named contemplate the New York term 
rate rule, equivalent to 24, annuals for three years 
and four for five. 

‘* Mercantile building risks are rated too low, 
especially in view of the fact that most of them 
are written under the objectionable two for three 
and three for five term rate rule. They need an 
advance of 25 or possibly 33 1-3 per cent on build- 
ings, and the term rate rule should be changed, of 
course. 

Where there is manufacturing in the building 
the rule prevents the term policy, and the rates we 
have on buildings in such cases are pretty fair. 
No change is necessary. Stdécks of merchandise in 
these buildings, with and without manufacturing, 
should be advanced 50 per cent on the average. 
This would make the rate perhaps ea little high in 
some cases, but as a whole it is not more than 


necessary. 
** Fireproof buildings—All buildings of this kind 


the old term rate rule, and annua! rates are away 
below what they ought to be. They really are not 
enough to pay for the exposure hazard. I think 
fireproof building rates will have to be advanced 
at least 50 pér cent, and the term rate rule, of 
course, will have to be changed. Special hazard 
rates need a general overhauling. There is a dif- 
ference in regard to protection in connection with 
business located in Baltimore city and business 
located outside the county line, the county business 
haying but limited protection, yet carrying about 
the same rates. Rates on special hazerds need an 
advance ranging from 33 1-3 to 5O per cent, proba- 
bly. I wish we could bring-about this reform in 
Baltimore. It shows the companies doing a gen- 
eral business don’t intend to hold the bag any 
longer for the high commission fellows; and if the 
eastern union will take action along the lines in- 
dicated I believe they will be able to secure the co- 
operation of other important companies." 


The well known, large, high grade machinery 
manufacturing plant in Brooklyn of the BEB.

They therefore 
have turned to the associated mill mutual com- 
panies for specifications calling for full standard 
equipment, involving extra large fre pumps, ele- 
vated tanks, fire subdivisions, etc. rectors have 
considered these improvements and voted to carry 
them out at an expense which is likely to exceed 
$50,000, and the work accordingly ‘will be com- 
menced. 

It is more than regrettable that such large prop- 
erty owners cannot turn to stock company organi- 
zations having jurisdiction for such fire protection 
and engineering advice in all its details, or have a 
low rate commensurate with the risk when im- 
provements are effected. Elsewhere stock com- 
panies are at the front in this line of work, having 
ample facilities for such purpose.

RULES ON HETTY GREEN’S TAX. 


Massachusetts Mutual Life Company’s 
2 Suit Over Illinios LandIs ~ 
Sent to Trial. 


Boston, Mass., March 30.—[{Special.]—The 
full, bench of the Supreme court today sent 
down a decision in the case of the Massa- 
chusetts Mutual Life Insurance company 
vs. Hettle Green, an action to recover 
$1,105.88. The parties own land in Cook 
county, Ill., and by mistake a bill for taxes 
on Mrs. Green’s estate was sent to the plain- 
tiff, which paid it before discovering the 
error.

HAS NBW TRACTION PLAN 


COMPANY TO OFFER INCOMING 
COUNCIL A PROPOSITION. 


Will Ask for a Terminable Franchise 
for Chicago Railways Corporation, 
Leaving Ninety-nine Year Rights to 
Be Decided Later and to Have No 

‘Weight in Deal Unless City Wishes 
to Take Over Property—Consolidat- 
ed Ordered to Pave Fulton Street, 


As soon as the new council is organized the 
Union Traction company is expected to be 
knocking at its door fora franchise. The ap- 
plication will be made in the name of another 
corporation, probably the recently organized 
Chicago Railways company, but it will be 
for the benefit of the Union Traction in- 

‘terests. 

The plan, which was given out yesterday 
by a man authorized to speak.for the com- 
pany. is practically the same as the one 
announced at the time the Chicago railways 
company was organized. Its main point is to 
get around the dispute over the ninety-nine 
year rights by having the franchise given to 
this new company, which does not claim any 
rights of this kind, and allow the courts to 
determine what benefit, if any, the Union 


Traction and its underlying companies are to 
get from them. 


New Feature of the Offer. 

The new featuré suggested was that this 
new company would be willing to accept 
an indeterminate franchise, subject to revo- 
cation by the city and purchase of its prop- 
erty on six months’ notice. The contract 
would be made to read that the city would 
pay nothing to terminate the rights now 
asked for, but would be expected to pay, in 
addition to the value of the tangible prop- 
erty, for any now existing franchises which 
had not expired at the date of the purchase. 

This would carry with it the obligation on 
the part of the city, if at any time it elected 
to purchase, to pay for whatever rights 
under the ninety-nine year act the courts 
might in the meantime have decided be- 
longed to the present companies. 

The officer of the Union Traction company 
who outlined the plan had this to say: 

“Why wait for two or three years until 
t courts settle the ninety-nine year act? 

ive me, for instance, a franchise for the 
Union Traction territory. I will guarantee 
at once to rehabilitate the system so as to 
give good service, to lower the tunnels, to 
pave the streets from curb to curb, and to 
light them. The city can have an option 
to purchase the property on payment of the 
value of the tangible property and what- 
ever franchise rights the courts may decide 
the companies now have. On such a prop- 
osition improvement bonds could be sold 
at once. We could fight out the questions 
—. in dispute with the underlying com- 
panies.”’ 


Ordered to Pave Fulton Street. 

Notice was served on the Consolidated 
Traction company by Commissioner Blocki 
that it must put Fulton street, from Morgan 
street to Western avenue, in repair. The 
Consolidated inherited this franchise from 
the Jefferson and Urban company.and one of 
the conditions of the ordinance was that the 
company must pave and keep in repair the 
street from curb to curb. This has not been 
done and the property owners who gave their 
consent to the ordinance in consideration of 
this agreement are complaining. 

Commissioner Blocki is likely to have some 
street car rails and ties for sale cheap unless 
the Chicago General railway company re- 
covers its property. He had the tracks in 
Homan avenue, between Twenty-second and 
Twenty-fifth streets, torn up yesterday so 
the thoroughfare could be paved and notified 
the company that the material removed was 
waiting for its orders. He also has waiting 
for it a bill for the cost of the work, but so 
far the company has not shown any interest 
in either bill or material. 


RESTRICTS DOCTOR DRUGGISTS. 


St. Louis Court of Appeals Holds They 
Cannot Prescribe Whisky and 
Then Fill Prescriptions. 


St. Louis, Mo., March 30.—A decision was 
handed down in the St. Louis Court of Ap- 
peals today which will prevent physicians 
who are also druggists from filling their own 
prescriptions when the principal ingredient 
of the prescription is whisky. The case was 
that of T. 8. Manning of Audrain county, 
who was found guilty of violating the drug 
dramshop law and was fined $100. He ap- 
pealed on the ground that he was a physl- 
cian and also a druggist and had a right to 
prescribe whisky. as a physician and fill the 
prescription as a pharmacist. 


ASKED FOR LIFE SENTENCE. 


Former Member of Iowa Legislature, 
Guilty of Forgery, Prefers Long 
Term to Two Years. — 


Los Angeles,Cal., March 30.—J. Overholtzer 
of Iowa, aged 64 years, a former member of 
the Iowa legislature, was sentenced today 
to serve two years in stateprison for forgery. 
His attorney pleaded for leniency on the 
ground of former good reputation and read a 
letter from Senator Allison. Overholtzer re- 
quested the court to change the sentence to 
life imprisonment.

NEWS OF THR RAILWAYS 


STATISTICS ON IMMIGRATION ARE 
SUBMITTED. 


Chairman MacLeod Lays Figures of De- 
partment of Commerce Before Pas- 
senger Association—Rumors That 
the Chicago Great Western Com- 
pany Is Negotiating to Buy Green 
Bay Road—United States Courts to 
Be Asked to Enjoin Scalpers,. 


Chairman MacLeod has just submitted to 
the members of the Western Passenger as- 
sociation extracts from a report on immi- 
gration to the United States, prepared by the 
department of commerce, which contain 
much valuable information. 

It appears that during the last eighty-five 
years, from 1821 to 1903 inclusive, the total 
number of immigrants that have come into 
the United States is 21,265,723, equal to one- 
fourth of the present population of the coun- 
try. This influx of population includes al- 
most every nationality under the sun. Enu- 
rope furnished 93 per cent, the western hem- 
isphere 4.05 per cent, and China andall other 
countries 2.95 per cent. 

Of the immigrants landed during 1903 Aus- 
tria-Hungary furnished 206,011; England and 
Wales, 26,219; Germany, 40,086; Ireland, 


70,489; Russia and Poland, 136,093. 

Of the total immigration into the United 
States from 1821 to 1908, Germany furnished 
24 per cent, Ireland 19 per cent, and England, 
Scotland, and Wales 13 per cent. During the 
same period Austria-Hungary furnished 7 
per cent,, Italy 8 per cent, and Russia and 
Poland 6 per cent. 

Of the total immigration In 1903 Germany 
and the united kingdom furnished only 12 
per cent, while Austria-Hungary, Italy, and 
Russia and Poland furnished 68 per cent. 
Immigration during 1908 was greater than in 
any year in the history of this country, the 
total being 857,046, as against 648,743 In 1902, 
487,918 in 1901, 448,572 in 1900, 311,715 in 1899, 
and 229,299 in 1898. The next largest immi- 
gration to 1903 was in 1882, when the total 
was 788,992. 


Sale of Green Bay Road Rumored. 

The Chicago Great Western is reported to 
be negotiating for the purchase of the Green 
Bay railroad. This would give the Great 
Western a line to the great lakes through 
Wisconsin from Winona, Minn. President 
Stickney of the Great Western, it is said, 
will shortly make a trip of inspection over ths 
Green Bay line, and this seems to be the 
principal foundation for the report. 
No information can be obtainéd at the 
general offices of the Chicago Great Western 
regarding the report. The officials stated 
that they were aware that such a report was 
in circulation, but were not in a position to 
deny or affirm it. 


Will Try to Enjoin Scalpers. 

A. M. Campton of J. V. Farwell & Co. and 
J. J. Wait of Hibvard, Spencer, Bartlett & 
Co., representing the National Association 
of Merchants and Travelers, had a conference 
with F. C. Donald of the Central Passenger 
association, BE. E. MacLeod of the Western 
Passenger association, and Attorney Babcock 
of the railway ticket protective bureau re- 
garding the proposed injunctions against 
ticket scalpers in this city to restrain them 
from dealing in nontransferable transporta- 
tion. Arrangements were made to ask in- 
junctions in the federal court.

He replies that he does 
not agree with the intimated “ dissatisfac- 
tion with or distrust of orderly lega! process- 
es," and renews the declaration that the 
company will proceed along the lines laid 
down by the law. | 
Gives Advice to the Mayor. 
To Mayo Harrison's suggestion that the 
drop legal quibbles and proceed 
with dispatch in the termination of contracts 
and the removal of telephones, Mr. Wheeler 
returns this bit of advice: 

“No anxiety to better a lawless condition 
will justify lawless measures, and while 1 
shall proceed steadily in an effort to prevent 
the use of the telephone system for illegal 
purposes, 1 shall not knowingly adopt illegal 
measures in doing so.” 

The letter reached the mayor's office latein 
the afternoon, and was not marked “ person- 
al,” as was the previous communication, 
Which lay unopened in the executive's desk 
until be returned from his week's end duck 
hunt.

VETERAN LAWYER 
AND JUSTICE DEAD. 


D-HARRY HAMMER 


D. Harry Hammer, during many years an 
attorney and justice of the peace in Chi- 
cago, died of apoplexy yesterday afternoon 
at his residence, 3908 Lake avenue. He was 
stricken last Saturday noon while in the 
rooms of the Hamilton club, of which he was 
a member. 

Mr. Hammer was born in Springfield, Il., 
in 1840, and two years later the family moved 
into Ogle county. There. he attended the dis- 
trict school. When 17-years old he entered 
the Rock River seminary at Mount Morris, 
Ill., and was graduated from the law de- 

nt of the University of Michigan in 
the class of *65. 

After several months of travel in the north- 
west Mr. Hammer decided to establish him- 
self in St. Louis, but the unsettled conditions 
in that city following the civil war made it 
impossible to practice his profession. He 
finally was compelled to leave St. Louis on 
account of the cholera epidemic, and soon 
after he met Benjamin F. Taylor of the Chi- 
eago Evening Journal, who was lecturing 
in the west. The latter advised the young 
man to come to Chicago, Mr. Hammer ac- 
cepted this advice. 

Mr. Hammer’s first law partnership in Chi- 
cago was with Frank J. Smith and was en- 
tered into in 1869. It continued until the fire. 
He later was associated with M. D. Flaherty. 
At that time Mr. Hammer resided in the 
Fourth ward, what is now comprised by the 
Second and Third, and was active in politics. 
He was a stanch ublican and associated 
with him in the ward were James R. Wood- 
ward, Henry Best, and their friends. It was 
an interesting district politically, having 
many of the characteristics of the presenj 
Sixth, in which Mr. Hammer resided when 
he died, and some of the ward club meetings 
held in the abandoned Episcopal church at 
Michigan avenue and Thirtieth street were 
lively. At one of them, in the campaign of 
1884, when John A. Logen was fighting for 
the presidential nomination and Charles B. 
Parwell wae opposing him, dilapidated pew 
cushions were used for weapons, and as the 
republicans of the ward alweys dressed well 
it was estimated the cost in ruined clothes 
was enough to run two primaries. 

The only office Mr. Hammer ever held was 
that of justice of the peace, and he was ap- 
pointed to that in 1878 by Shelby M. Cullom, 
then governor. Mr. Hammer was s€lected to 
succeed Calvin De Wolf, whose experience 
dated back twenty-five years to the earliest 
estab of a judicial system in Cook 


county. 

In those days justices of the peace differed 
considerably from those of today, and the 
office and its incumbent were held in high 
esteem. tice Hammer served two terms 
and then retired. 

Mr. Hammer had on coming to Chicago in- 
vested in real estate, and during many years 
when realty was active he dealt largely in it. 
He was always considered a good authority 
on south side property, and was generally 
credited with having accumulated a fortune 
through the rise in land values. He was 
a member of the Union League and Calumet 
clubs, and the Chevalier Bayarg Com- 
mandary of Knights Templar. 

Mrs. Hammer and three children, Mrs. EB. 
R. Sharp of Boston, Mrs. Carl Paddock of 
Denver, and Harry Hammer Jr., are living. 
The funeral will be held under the auspices 
of the Knights Templar from the residence 
next Saturday afternoon. The burial will 
be at Oakwoods cemetery. “

THREE FISHERS ARE BELIEVED 
TO HAVE MPT DEATH. 


Take Boat at Foot of Diversey Boule- 
vard in Morning and Fail to Return 
Police and Life Saving Crew Form 
Searching Parties and Find No 
Traces-Possibly Marooned on Ice 
Floes or Drowned by Overturning of 
Their Skiff. 


Policemen in skiffs and life savers conduct- 
ed a fruitless search yesterday afternoon 
and last night for three men believed to have 
met death in the lake. Those missing are:

Fail to Return and Search Starts.

They went out to catch 
fish for the market and expected to return 
by 11 o'clock in the morning at the latest. 
Worry over her husband's fallure to re- 
turn prompted Mrs. Milling to notify the po-

Fog Adds to the Darkness. 

The darkness, accentuated by the fog and 
rain, rendered navigation extremely diffi- 
cult, and many ice floes were encountered 

both boats. This circumstance leads the 
police to believe that the boat occupied by 
the three missing men may have struck 
against a floe and capsized. Such a mishap 
would leave room for the supposition that 
the men either were drowned or were forced 
to take refuge on floating ice. 

Capt. Charles Carland of the life saving 
station declares, however, that Andries is 
a good mariner, and, with the lifting fog and 


the advent of daylight, he undoubtedly would ° 


recover his bearings and make shore. Car- 
land’s inability to find trace of the lost boat 
impresses him with the conviction that the 
men still are alive and aimlessly drifting.
